the Commercial Club Friday evening a 
very general discussion took place as to 
the need and desirablity of bettor fire 
protection. 
Mr. J. VV. King, an insur­ 
ance adjuster of experience and pre­ 
sented 
figures 
showing that for a 
series of l l years past tho insurance 
companies had boon losers in Brainerd. 
Lanker M. T. Dunn took exception to 
tho gentleman’s deductions, saying that 
tho companies took no account of the in­ 
terest on the premiums which they 
had had tho use of for several years. 
The figures set forth showed that the 
year 11X)4 was tho heaviest year, nearly 
half of the insurance losses for the en­ 
tire period occuring that year, which 
included tho Arlington, the Koop block, 
tho Hartley block, the Clark warehouse, 
the first Reilly tire and a largo number 
smaller fires. Outside of that year Mr. 
Dunn claimed that the insurance com­ 
panies had made good money and had 
not been losers including that time. 
There was considerable talk, pro and 
con, concerning the value of a chemical 
engine in a town with streets like Brain­ 
erd, the excessive weight of a com 
bination wagon rendering its use slow 
if not impossible outside the business 
district. 
Mr. King told of the raising of rates 
at Fargo to compel the city to put in 
better equipment, and said they got a 
reduction when they got the equipment, 
but admitted that the rates were prac­ 
tically put back where they were be­ 
fore and the entire benefit of the ap­ 
paratus, so far as insurance was con 
cerned went to the companies. 
Mr. Dunn was also less concerned 
than some others about the insurance 
companies pulling out as he said he had 
been through the same scare before and 
while some had pulled out others equal­ 
ly good had come in. 
Several insurance men were called up­ 
on and discussed the matter, all speak­ 
ing in favor of better fire facilities. Mr. 
Keene stated that their heaviest losses 
had been on residences and often out 
of reach of tire protection. 
Alderman Twohey, in behalf of the 
lire committee of the city council, stated 
that the council was ready to take any 
action which tho tax payers wanted in 
the matter of better facilities. 
Mr. King, the expert, thought that 
tho city should keep at least four fully 
paid men and a paid chief. Mr. Twohey 
thought a paid department could do no 
better than our volunteer department. 
Attorney Ryan took exception to the 
latter statement and declared that at 
the Hansford tire a hose was run into 
an east window and the firemen stood 
on tho ladder and poured water in a 
bath tub for some time before they 
found out where the lire was. Chief 
Johnson disputed this. 
A motion was made and seconded 
asking that the council buy a chemical 
engine. 
A machinist named Stevens rose to 
tell them how they did it in Frisco. As 
a roaster he was a whole furnace and 
roasted everything from the 
water­ 
works to chemical engines. There were 
one or two passages at arms between 
him and Attorney Ryan which caused 
considerable amusement. 
The motion was put aud carried with­ 
out a dissenting vote and the meeting 
adjourned. 


Ervin Bailey, the son of Levi Bailey, 
of Crow Wing, met death in a peculiar 
manner. 
Engineer Will Scott, 
who 
tries out the engines after repairs at tho 
shops, was coming this way on engine 
1117, and had occasion to stop near tho 
school house west of Crow Wing just 
about the time school closed Friday af­ 
ternoon and young Bailey and a chum 
named Bertie Hodges climbed on tho 
rear end of the ongine to ride to the 
station. They either climbed onto tho 
draw bar or wore standing on tho foot 
board, and seeing that the engine was 
not going to stop at the station either 
tried to jump or became frightened and 
fell off. Young Hodges tried to drop 
off, feet first, and tore the entire sole off 
his overshoe in so doing. He fell near 
the west switch, however, and cut a bad 
gash in the back of his head but was 
not otherwise injured. Young Bailey 
stuck on the engine until it reached the 
north switch when ho fell or jumped 
and pitched forward and struck on his 
head, turning a complete summersault, 
and was found lying between the rails 
with his feet toward tho engine. 
His 
nose was broken across tho bridge and 
the back of his skull crushed in. Ho 
was alive when picked up and a doctor 
was telephoned for from Brainerd, but 
the lad died before the doctor started 
and the order was countermanded. 
Coroner Gibson wont down last night 
and decided that it was unnecessary to 
hold any inquest. 
Ho questioned sev­ 
eral of the eye witnesses and they told 
substantially the same story. 
No possible blame can be attached to 
Engineer Scott and his fireman, as 
neither of them knew that the boys were 
on the engine. They did not know of 
the accident until informed.so after 
reaching Brainerd.
